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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claim 1 is rejected under 102(b) as being anticipated by Allen, II et al (US 
5,588,398). 

2. In regards to claim 1 , Allen discloses a communication device for pets and pet 
owners for allowing a pet owner to speak to and hear their pet comprising, in 
combination: a collar (collar strap 39) adapted for be positioned around a neck (neck C) 
of a domesticated animal (dog A) (Fig. 1 , Fig. 2, and Fig. 3); a first communicator 
(muzzle 20) coupled with the collar, the first communicator being equipped with a 
speaker and a two-way open microphone (col. 2 lines 9-17); a second communicator 
(remotely located operator's microphone/loudspeaker) adapted for being held by a pet 
owner, the second communicator being in communication with the first communicator, 
the second communicator being comprised of a housing, the housing including a 
speaker/microphone disposed in a front face thereof, the speaker/microphone including 
a first control button and a second control button, the first control button allowing the pet 
owner to speak to the animal through the speaker of the first communicator, the second 
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control button allowing the pet owner to listen to the animal through the two-way open 
microphone (col. 2 lines 4-17). 


3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Brose (US 4,898,120) teaches an animal training and 
restraining system.
